The only stipulation upon which a member 
of the Senate*or House of Representatives 
aseumes and enters upon the dischargs of his 
duties, so far as regards his pay, is to receive 
what may be allowed him by the Congress in 


lwhich he serves. The Constituiion provides 


itself that each Congre-s shall fix for itself 
the amouat of pay to which its Senators and 
Members shal! be entitled to receive. 

When I was elected to the present Con- 
gress the stipulated price, as you might be 
pleased to term it, that is, the amount of al- 
lowances fixed by a. previous Congress were 
five thousand dollars with mileage, amonnt- 
ing-to six hundred and four dollais besides 
other perquisites of stationery, with the privi- 
lege of sending abroad all public documents, 
agriculiural seeds, speeches, newspapers as 
well ag public and private correspondence 
under frank, and without the prepayment of 
postage, which, in the aggregate, so far as I 
am ¢_ncerned, will exceed the twenty-five 
hundred dollars of additional pay which 
was allowed by the last Congress, after my 
election, uoder what was termed the “ In- 
crease Salary Bill.” According to your con- 
tract idea, the members of the present Con- 
gress might insist upon their right to receive 
mileage as well as the pay and the franking 
privilege, with other perquisites, which were 
allowed by the law under which they were 
elected. So preposterous an idea, however, 
I suppose has not been entertained by a sin- 
gle member of the present House or Senate. 
Every one, certainly, who understands the 
constitution of his country knows that the 
only contract he entered into at the time of 
his election and acceptance of the trust, was 
to receive jast such compensation (no more 
nor any less) as the present Congress may 
fix for itself during the period of its dura- 
tion; and there certainly can be no culpabil- 
ity or offense, involving either his own 
honor or that of the State he represents, on 
the part of any member or Senator iu taking 
and holding whatever compensation may be 
so legally allowed him under the Ccnatitu- 
tion of the United States. And nothing can 
be more uojust, or more demoralizing of the 
popular distinction between what is really 
right and really wrong—in other words, be- 
tween virtue and vice, or integrity and base- 
ness—than the common senseless clamor 
agaiast those who received the increased pay 
allowed by the last Congress,and which 
classes them with “thieves” and robbers.” 
If they for this actareto be thus stigmat- 
ized, what is to become of the character and 
reputation of those who have ever been re® 
garded as the ablest, truest and purest states- 
men of the United States? 


4. In regard to what you were pleased to 
say of my action on this subject in 
the article referred to, so immediately 
in advance of my publicly declared position 
upon it, I will only add that when you know 
me better than you seem now to do, perhaps 
you will understand that my views upon 
public questions are never warped or swerved 
by any consideration of apprehended “con- 
demnation” from any quarter whatever, and 
especially from those who know nothing 
about what they are either saying or writing. 

Qa all vecasions when dufy requires it, I 
give my Opinion to the public without any 
regaid to whether it be acceptable or not to 
those to whomit isgiven. The on'y man, 
in my opinion, who is fit to 
represent a free people, is one who 
has the integrity and (firmness to 
utter what he considers right and true rather 
than what might be, in his estimation, more 
in accordance with their passions or preju- 
dices. I did give my views to the public on 
this questi n,as you were apprized I would 
do, en the day after your article in advance 
of those views; and all I now ask of you is 
to give publication, not only to this com- 
munication, but to the speech made by me in 
the House of Representatives, on the 1ith 
instant, as it was. reported in full next morn- 
ing in the Congressional Record.

A laborer is one 
who labors in a toilsome occupation, & man 
who does work that requires little skill, as 
distinguished from an artisan. Such is the 
definition given by Webster of the words 
“Mechanic” and “Laborer.” A “Builder” ie 
defined by the same auhtor, to be one who 
builds, one whose occupation it is to build, 
an architect, ja sbipwright, a macdos, 
If we strictly construe the 
word “mechanic” as used in the Consti 
tution, it may well be doubted, whetber the 
hen created in thcir favor upon the property 
of their employers for labor performed, or 
for materiuis furnished, was intended to em- 
brace any Othcr property than such as was 
repair d, or mainly constructed vy their labor 
with materials furnished by the mechanic, in 
the exercise of his trade andcalling: But be 
that as it may, it is very clear, we think, that 
the Act of 1869, so far as it may be cousid- 
ered as a legisiative interpretation of the 
meaning of the Constitution only gives arum- 
mary remedy for the enforcement of me- 
caanica’ and laborers’ liens upon the property 
of their employers, when the uebt is due for 
the labor actually performed by them, and the 
materials furnisned by them with which, and 
upon which, the labor has been performed 
fur the benefit of the employer. Luborers 
and mecbasics sbail have a lien upon the 
property of their employers for lavor per- 
Jormed, and fur materials furnished, is ihe 
language of the Act: For Jabor pe:furmed 
by whom?’ By the mechanic who claims the 
lien, and who has furnished the materials 
with which he has performed the labor fur 
the benefit of his employer, and not for 
labor performed by other persons. 
Tne lien is given to secure the debt due tu 
the laborer, or mechanic, fur his own labor 
and waterials furnished by him in the per- 
formance of the labor, for which the debt is 
due. At thetime of thz passa,e of the Act 
of 1869, all mechanics who had taken no 
persona! security therefor, had a lien on every 
house, Or vther property, and the premises to 
which it was attached, for work done,or ma- 
terials furnished in building or 1epairipg such 
house, or other property, of superior dignit 
to any other incumbrance, when recorded, 
as prescribed by the Code, and could enforce 
the colleetion of the det Gue them by suit, 
in the manner as provided thereby.—Code, 
sections 1959 to 1964 inclusive. The me- 
c.anics’ lien for labor performed and ma:e- 
rials furnished contemplated by the Act of 
1869, was obviously intended tora different 
class of mechanics’ liens than those already 
provided for, to-wit: that class where the 
mechanic actually perfurmed the manual 
labor for their emplayers, and furnished the 
materials on which that labor was performed 
for the benefit of their employers, and not 
where the mechanic was a contractor, Only, 
and not a lavoring mechanic. The Act of 
1869 was intended % yvive mechanics a lien 
for the labor actual!y performed by tem, and 
for materials furnisbed in the performance 
of such labor. It appears from the evidence 
in this case that the plaintiffs were railroad 
contractors, and in that capacity made 
the contract with the defendant set forth 
in therecord. It is true the evidence shows 
that both the plaintiffs were mechanics; but 
mechanics Can be Contractors as weil as those 
who are not mechanics. The contract was 
not made with them as mechanics who were 
to perform the labor themselves, and there is 
no pretense that they bave done sc. One of 
the plaintiffs stated that, although he did 
not labor every day, he did as he always had 
been duing siuce he had been building rail- 
rouds—he taught others how to doit; he 
very often took bold of a shovel and rhowed 
a man how to shovel earth; very often a 
wheeibarrow, to show them; and take an au- 
gur or a crosscut saw and lay out trestle 
\imber ; and the other plaintiff was oversee- 
ing, and did just as he did. Itis very eppar- 
ent, from the contract itself and the evid 
of the piaintiffs, that the debt claimed to be 
due them by the defendant was not a debt 
due them fur labor performed by them and 
materials furnished as mechanics, fer which 
they had a lien that could be foreclosed and 
enforced against the property ot the defend- 
ant in the summary manner, as provided 
vy theAct of 1869. The debt claimed to be 
due them by the defendant was a debt due 
them as contractors. and not a 
debt due them as mechanics for 
labor performed by them as such, and mate- 
rials jurnished, a8 Contemplated by the Act 
of 186y, and it would be a yross perversion of 
the terms and meaning of that Act,so tocon- 
sirue it. By the terms of the contract made 
with the defendant, the plaintiffs were tu re- 
ceive at stated periuds iis first mortgyge 
bunds for what might be due them, and the 
evidence shows that they have already re- 
ceived a large amvountof the detendaat’s 
bunds. and negotiated them on the faith of 
the lien created thereby on the defendant's 
road, and now seek to enforce a mechanics’ 
and latoreis’ lien under the Act of 1x69, of 
superior dignity toall other Jiens, sei] the 
defendant’s road, 01 80 much thereof as is iu 
this Siate, and thus defeat the licns of the 
mortgage bonds thereon, which they have re- 
ceived and negotiated tc bona fide purchasers 
thereof. ‘That is the pluintiff’s case us made 
by the record before us, and the facts therein 
contained, will furnish the best commentary 
on the entire transaction. The plaintiffs, 
when they made the contract to build the 
defenda.v’s road, did not rely cn the mechan 
ics’ and laborers’ lien for labor performed 
and materials furnished by them, as provided 
for by the Act of 1869, but on the contrary, 
expressly stipulated in their contract that the 
debt due by the defencant to them by the 
terms of that contract should be paid in the 
first mortgage bonds of the defendant on its 
ruad, that was the lien the plaintiffs ex- 
preesly contracted for, to secure the payment 
of the debt due by the defendant to them,and 
being contractors and not laborers, as cou- 
temp.ated by the Act of 1869, they are bound 
by their bargain as stipulated in their con- 
tract. The motion to dismiss the proceedings 
after the introduction of the plaintiffs’ evi-— 
dence, was in the nature of a demurrer tothe 
sufficiency of that. evidence under the 
law, to have authorized the summery 
proceediog against the property of the 
defendant, which had been iaustituted by the 
plain'iffs for the coilection of the debt al- 
leged to be due them by the defendant. In 
our judgment, the Court erred in overruling 
the defendant's mution to dismiss tLe pro- 
ceedings. The view which we have taken 
of this branch of the case, will finally dis- 
pose of it, and therefore, it is unnecessary to 
notice the other points made On the.aigu- 
ment. 

Let the judgment of the case be reversed.
